AAA MEMBERS TO RECEIVE A DISCOUNT TO BUGATTI EXHIBITION 

We’re pleased to announce AAA members will receive a discount on tickets 
purchased for Bugatti on view exclusively at the Cleveland Museum of Art from July 
18 through September 19, 1999. 

This is the first-ever American exhibition celebrating three generations of the 
fabled Bugatti family, makers of some of the world’s most beautiful and luxurious 
objects — from automobiles and furniture, to bronze sculpture, silver and more. Carlo 
Bugatti (1856-1940) pioneered the Bugatti style, with his elaborate, wildly 
imaginative designs for furniture and silver. His son Rembrandt (1884-1916) was an 
inventive sculptor, while the other son, Ettore (1881-1947), was a self-taught engineer 
who, along with his designer son Jean (1909-1939), manufactured the famous Bugatti 
automobiles. The distinctive Bugatti flair marks all 70 works on view, including five 
automobiles and a rare “Baby Bugatti.” 

The Museum is offering AAA members a special $1.00 discount off the adult 
admission ticket. Tickets will be $4.00 per person Tuesday through Friday, $6 per 
person Saturday and Sunday.
